Hopes Soar With Shuttle 


Discovery blasts off, lifting NASA from ‘depths of liad 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | America’s manned 
space program roared back to life Tuesday 
with the launch of Discovery, but engineers 
immediately began analyzing video of debris 
falling from the shuttle, hoping to rule out 
a problem like the one that doomed the last 
flight 2% years ago. 

National pride and the future of space explo- 
ration itself hung in the balance as Discovery 
and its crew of seven rose from the launch pad 
at 10:39 a.m. in the most scrutinized launch 
in NASA history and the first shuttle flight 
since the Columbia disaster.

NASA Administrator 
Michael Griffin urged 
everyone “to take note of 
what you saw here today:

Scouts Mourn Leaders Killed in Mishap 


BOWLING GREEN, VA. | They were 
deeply devoted to the Boy Scouts, 
traveling thousands of miles to the 
woods of Northern Virginia for 10 
fun-filled days of fishing, archery 
and storytelling beside the camp- 
fire.

GOP Presses for 
Roberts Timetable 


Judiciary chair warns 
he could start hearings 
during August recess 


WASHINGTON | Senate Republicans, 
determined to seat John Roberts in 
time for the Supreme Court’s fall 
term, pressed Democrats Tuesday 
to agree on a timetable for a vote 
amid political wrangling over how 
much of Roberts’ past legal writings 
must be made available. 

Sen. Arlen Specter, the Judiciary 
Committee’s chairman, said that if 
he can’t get an agreement for a final 
confirmation vote before Sept. 29, 
he may start hearings during the 
last week of August. That would 
interrupt the Senate’s traditional 
monthlong summer vacation. 

The move comes as frustrated 
Senate Democrats struggled to 
unearth Supreme Court nominee 
John Roberts’ elusive views on abor- 
tion, civil rights and other controver- 
sial issues Tuesday, digging through

San Diego Holds Mayoral Vote — Again 


SAN DIEGO | The nation’s seventh- 
biggest city held its second mayor's 
election in nine months Tuesday, 
trying to fill the void created when 
the former leader resigned in scan- 
dal and his interim replacement was 
convicted of corruption. 

The leading candidate was mav- 


erick City Councilwoman Donna 
Frye, a 53-year-old surf shop owner 
and Democrat who nearly pulled off 
a long-shot write-in campaign for 
mayor last year. Two Republicans 
— businessman Steve Francis and 
ex-police chief Jerry Sanders — 
appeared to be dueling for second 


place. If no candidate receives a 
majority, the top two vote-getters 
will meet in a Nov. 8 runoff. 
Former Mayor Dick Murphy 
announced his resignation amid 
a federal investigation of the city’s 
pension fund. Less than 72 hours 
after Murphy left office, his interim 
replacement lost the job when he was 
convicted of corruption charges. (ap)

Scorching Heat 
In East, Midwest 


More than two dozen 
deaths blamed on 
soaring temperatures 


COLUMBUS, OHIO | Temperatures 
soared past 100 in several cities, 
and the National Weather Service 
posted excessive heat warnings and 
advisories from Illinois to Louisiana 
and from Nebraska to the District 
of Columbia. Some areas weren't 
expected to receive a break until 
Wednesday. 

Some 200 cities in the West hit 
record highs last week, including Las 
Vegas at 117, and Death Valley soared 
to 129, the weather service said. 


The blistering heat has caused 
numerous deaths this summer. In 
the Phoenix area alone, 24 people, 
most of them homeless, have died. 

At least four deaths have been 
blamed on the heat in Missouri, 
including a woman found dead 
Sunday in a home without air con- 
ditioning. Four people have died of 
the heat in Oklahoma, two of them 
young children left in cars, and at 
least three heat deaths have been 
tallied in New Jersey. 

As a large swath of the U.S. 
suffered through another miser- 
ably hot day, people cranked up 
their air conditioners to try to stay 
cool. ERICA RYAN (AP) 


Woman Accused of Shoving Screener 


GREEN BAY, WIS. | A 62-year-old 
woman upset about being searched at 
an airport shoved a security screener 
and then grabbed her breasts, federal 
prosecutors said.

Investigators ID First Esypt Bomber 


Egyptian with links 
to militants named in 
attack on resort town 


SHARM EL-SHEIK, EGYPT | Investig- 
ators identified an Egyptian as a 
possible suicide bomber in the 
deadly weekend terror attacks 
at this Red Sea resort and were 
searching Tuesday for his suspected 
Islamic militant cohorts — the first 
break in the probe. 

A relative of Moussa Badran 
told The Associated Press that he 
disappeared after deadly attacks at 


two other Sinai resorts in October, 
and that some family members were 
detained afterward. 

The development came as two 
security officials revealed that 
authorities received information 
of an imminent terror attack in 
Sharm el-Sheik several days before 
the bombings Saturday. But they 
believed casinos would be targeted, 
so security was increased around 
those sites, not hotels. 

The officials would not say 
where the tip came from but said 
headquarters in Cairo told securi- 
ty forces in Sharm to be on alert 


Experts sortthrough rubble on Tuesday 
from the Sharm el-Sheik bombings. 
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and to step up measures around 
key locations. 

It appeared authorities chose 
the wrong possible targets to 
watch, said one of the officials in 
Cairo. Both officials are close to the 
inquiry and spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

Police had been studying two 
bodies found at the Ghazala as pos- 
sible bombers because the remains 
were dismembered. DNA tests iden- 
tified one of the bodies as that of 
Moussa Badran, an Egyptian res- 
ident of Sinai who police said has 
links to Islamic militants. (ap)

New Round of Talks on 
Pyonyang Nukes Begin 


BEIJING | A new round of six-nation 
talks on North Korea’s nuclear 
ambitions began Tuesday with 
the United States saying it does 
not intend to invade the North, 
and Pyonyang promising to work 
toward a nuclear-free Korean 
Peninsula — opening moves that 
indicate both sides want progress 
toward a settlement. 

After a 13-month boycott by 
North Korea, which cited “hostile” 
U.S. policies, delegates struck an 
amiable tone before the meeting, 
smiling and clasping hands for a 
group photo. South Korea, China, 
Japan and Russia were the other 
participants. 


Both the chief U.S. and North 
Korean envoys pledged to make 
progress following three earlier 
rounds of talks that produced no 
breakthroughs toward denuclear- 
ization of the region. 

USS. Assistant Secretary of State 
Christopher Hill directly addressed 
one of the North’s main sticking 
points, assuring Pyongyang that 
Washington recognized its sover- 
eignty and did not intend to attack 
to end the standoff. 

“We view (North Korea’s) sov- 
ereignty as a matter of fact. The 
United States has absolutely no 
intention to invade or attack,” 
Hill said. aupra ane (ap) 


Van Gogh Killer Given Life Sentence

maximum life sentence with no

BAGRAM, AFGHANISTAN | Hundreds 
of protesters chanting “Die 
America!” and throwing stones 
tried to batter down a gate at the 
U.S. military’s main Afghan base 
Tuesday, adding to anxieties that 
fighting with insurgents could dis- 
rupt upcoming elections.

Constitution may rely 
heavily on religion in 
break from U.S. model 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Framers of Iraq’s 
constitution will designate Islam 
as the main source of legislation 
— adeparture from the model set 
down by U.S. authorities during the 
occupation — according to a draft 
published Tuesday. 

The draft states no law will be 
approved that contradicts “the 
rules of Islam” — a requirement 
that could affect women’s rights 
and set Iraq on a course far differ- 
ent from the one envisioned when 


U.S.-led forces invaded in 2003 to 
topple Saddam Hussein. 

During the U.S.-run occupation, 
key Shiite and some Sunni politi- 
cians sought to have Islam desig- 
nated the main source of legislation 
in the interim constitution, which 
took effect in March 2004. 

However, the U.S. governor of 
Iraq, L. Paul Bremer, blocked the 
move, agreeing only that Islam 
would be considered “a source” 
— but not the only one. 

Members of the constitutional 
committee said the draft was among 
several and none would be final until 
parliament approves the charter by 
Aug. 15.

Child Laid to Rest 
As Mother Is Still 
Under Evaluation 


WASHINGTON | Donmiguel Nathaniel 
Wilson Jr. would have celebrated his 
seventh birthday Aug. 6.

Authorities Plan 
Sewer Upgrades 


As part of settlement, 
major work slated 
to prevent overflows 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Baltimore County 
and the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission will spend 
hundreds of millions of dollars to 
improve sewer systems and reduce 
spills of untreated sewage into 
Chesapeake Bay tributaries under 
an agreement announced Tuesday 
by federal and state officials. 
Under settlements filed in feder- 
al court, Baltimore County will pay 
a $750,000 penalty and undertake 
improvements to the sewer system 
that are expected to cost more than 
$800 million over the next 14 years. 
The WSSC will pay a $1.1 million 
penalty and spend about $200 mil- 


lion over the next 14 years to repair 
and upgrade its wastewater collec- 
tion system. 

The legal actions were filed by 
the U.S. Department of Justice 
on behalf of the Environmental 
Protection Agency and by the state 
Department of the Environment. 

State and federal officials said 
the two new agreements, along with 
earlier agreements with Baltimore 
city and the Washington, D.C., 
Water and Sewer Authority, will go 
along way toward improving water 
quality in the Chesapeake Bay. 

“No doubt about it, these two 
settlements are significant both 
in terms of the resource being 
protected and the commitment 
of the community,” said Benjamin 
H. Grumbles, the EPA’s assistant

Catch the Buz 


“I’ve been peeing in the same 
spot for days,” said Kleinpaste, 
host of Animal Planet’s new cable 
TV show “Buggin’ With Ruud,” 
a sort of entomological version 
of “Crocodile Hunter” hosted by 
Steve Irwin. 

“This ecosystem hasn't got many 
nutrients. So when you give them 
extra minerals in the form of what- 
ever, the butterflies will come back 
and suck it up!” 


Whether relieving himself 
to benefit butterflies, donating 
blood to mosquitoes or filming 
himself getting stung by killer 
bees, Kleinpaste will pull almost 
any stunt to spread his love for 
bugs. 

His mission: to blunt people’s 
killer instinct to spray, swat or 
squish any critter with six legs 
or more. 

Before his U.S. television show 


debuted June 15, he had spent 18 
years honing his public persona — 
the Bugman — in his home coun- 
try of New Zealand as a radio host 
and frequent guest on children’s 
TV shows. 

Kleinpaste’s Animal Planet gig 
ups the ante with physical stunts 
and acts of entomological derring- 
do. And the Bugman definitely suf- 
fers for his science. 

While filming killer bees in 
Arizona, Kleinpaste forgot to 
tape his pants around his ankles 
before standing on the bees’ nest. 
Bees swarmed up his legs and stung 
him 30 times. The lesson: It takes 
500 stings to be fatal. 

To illustrate the amazing fact 
that fleas jump at nearly 150 times 
the force of gravity, Kleinpaste char- 
tered a stunt plane to see how much 
force he could withstand. He was 
retching by 6.6 Gs, and blacked 
out at 8.5. 

His right middle finger remains 
visibly enlarged months after he 
coaxed a venomous Australian bull 
ant to sting him for the camera. 

Kleinpaste spent last week 
filming his eighth episode in the 
Okefenokee, one of the creepiest, 
crawliest spots in the United States. 
Among the peat bogs and lily pads 
smothering the swamp, he was up 
to his eyeballs in water scorpions, 
whirligig beetles, millipedes and 
fish-eating spiders. 

“The difference between the 
Crocodile Hunter and me is I get 
my head bitten off all the time,” he 
said, grinning. “The bugs always 
win with me. And that’s the way it

conceded that the great strength of 
the series is the couple’s feisty but 
loving relationship. 

“Two people with a different 
sense of reality, a completely dif- 
ferent perspective on the world. 
That doesn’t sound unfamiliar,” 
he said. “I think that’s what makes 
[the show] a cut above.” 

The show is produced by 
Glenn Gordon Caron, known 
for the romantic detective series 
“Moonlighting” and for the 1999 
romantic sci-fi series “Now and 
Again.” “Medium” was inspired 
by real-life “research medium” 
Allison DuBois and her aerospace 
engineer husband, Joe. But Weber 
says he doesn’t need to know much 
about the real Joe. 

“I don't see any point. I’m not 


sort of playing him as much as I 
am Glenn’s interpretation of him,” 
said Weber. “Both Joe and Allison’s 
personalities act as springboards 
for Glenn’s imagination.” 

Caron agreed, adding the show 
is an allegory that provides “another 
way for me to do a sort of sneaky 
romance, which is what I always 
seem to be drawn to.” 

A plot cliffhanger and an emo- 
tional impasse between Allison and 
Joe concluded the first season of 
“Medium.” Caron says this fall’s sec- 
ond season will pick up “almost pre- 
cisely from that moment, but we 
then immediately do something 
unexpected.” 

He did reveal that there are plans 
for an episode with a musical num- 
ber because Allison “literally gets 
a song stuck in her head.” Also, he 
said, “we are desperately trying to 
put together the financing and tech- 
nology to do an episode in 3-D ... 
what better show is suited to that 
than our show?”

INXS: Too Big 
For Reality TV? 


STAR SEARCH | The biggest ques- 
tion facing INXS since lead singer 
Michael Hutchence died in 1997 was 
how to replace him. Now, the ques- 
tion many have for the band is, Why 
do it with a reality show? 

Ratings for CBS’ “Rock Star: 
INXS” are low, and some fans 
are dismayed by the band’s deci- 
sion to find a new frontman via a 
genre epitomized by people eat- 
ing insects. 

Still, on national TV, even poor 
ratings translate into invaluable 
exposure for an act trying to re- 
establish itself. The week of the 
show’s premiere, sales of “The 
Best of INXS” nearly tripled to 
more than 5,000. And despite not 
releasing an album since 1997, the 
band has a new record deal. 

INXS guitarist Tim Farriss 
believes the televised contest “pro- 
motes the band, promotes the singer 
[and] it puts the singer through the 
rigors of what they're going to have 
to go through. 


“In all seriousness,” he added, 
“what were we supposed to do? Put 
an ad in the paper?” 

“Rock Star” stands apart from 
other TV music shows, notably 
“American Idol,” because it’s built 
around an internationally success- 
ful rock band. R&B group TLC will 
mount a similar effort with “R U 
the Girl,” which debuts tonight 
on UPN. 

INXS will choose a winner dur- 
ing the show's Oct. 5 finale. Then the 
band will record an album of new 
material. cHRis M. WALSH (BILLBOARD)

ROAD TEST | You would think, given 
the Ferrari F430 Spider's unearth- 
ly good looks — its sheet metal like 
a fierce, turbulent flow of molten 
lipstick — that the car would pri- 
marily be a visual experience. And 
yet, what is most memorable is its 
sound — or sounds. This thing has 
more voices than Linda Blair in full 
antichrist mode. 

This is not a car for the bashful. 
The F430 Spider is exactly as loud as 
four Italian sport bikes glued togeth- 
er, which is to say loud enough to set 
offjewelry-store burglar alarms and 
register on governmental homeland 
security monitors. At part-throttle, 
the car tries to restrain itself — it 
sounds a lot like a trombone played 
with the mute in.

Is the fuel injection treatment — 
where they hook up a can of clean- 
er and turn off the fuel pump and 
the engine runs on the cleaner — 
fine to clean injectors? 

The service you describe is per- 
fectly fine, although it is extreme- 
ly basic. The better services use a 
machine and enough chemical for 
the car to run one to two hours. 


I have a 1999 Saturn SLI with 
94,000 miles. During a recent oil 
change, the technician suggested 
using a high-mileage or a synthetic 
oil. My car has never leaked oil, so 
I stayed with the regular oil. When 
are high-mileage or synthetic oils 
appropriate? 


Synthetic oils are appropriate 
any time. The first oil change in the 
life of the vehicle is the best time. 
But, any vehicle can be changed 
over at any time and will enjoy the 
significant benefits of the synthet- 
ic product. 

High mileage oils are quite a dif- 
ferent story and really should not 
be used until the engine shows 
problems, such as increased oil 
consumption. It is extremely cav- 
alier of oil companies to suggest 
that all engines will have the same 
amount of wear at 75,000 miles. 
This is absolutely not true. Don’t 
use high mileage oils until there 
use is warranted. 


How often should we change the 
radiator cap? And (seriously) is 
there a need to also change the gas 
cap? 

Radiator caps should be changed 
every two years. Gas caps on 1996 
and newer cars often need to be 
changed every two to three years. 
Gas caps account for roughly 40 
percent of all illuminated check 
engine lights.

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Col. Sanders’ secret 
herbs, spices closely 
guarded for 65 years 


The handwritten recipe that 
launched a fast-food dynasty and 
made Col. Harland Sanders world 
famous is locked away at KFC head- 
quarters — its contents so concealed 
that not even the chain’s top execu- 
tive knows the ingredients. 

It was 65 years ago this month, 
at his roadside restaurant in Corbin, 
Ky., that Sanders perfected the blend 
of 11 herbs and spices for his “finger 
lickin’ good” chicken. 

Through the years, the recipe’s 
secrecy has endured, as has people’s 
appetite for the colonel’s Original 
Recipe Kentucky Fried Chicken. 

“We have gone to great lengths to 
make sure that it stays secret,” said 
KFC President Gregg Dedrick, who 
doesn’t know the famous recipe and 
intends to keep it that way. 

“Presidents come and go,” he 
explained, “but the secret recipe 
remains.” 

For KFC, whose Louisville, Ky., 
headquarters resemble a white-col- 
umned mansion, the recipe is more 
than a treasured link to its roots. It 


remains an integral part of the 50- 
year-old company’s success. 

At last count, KFC had near- 
ly 13,300 restaurants worldwide, 
including 1,348 multibrand stores 
sharing space with sister brands 
in parent Yum Brands Inc.’s fast- 
food network. 

The chicken chain serves some 
8 million customers daily in more 
than 80 countries and territories. 
In China, the chain has grown so 
fast it opens, on average, a new res- 
taurant daily. 

Years ago, the chain dropped its

undisclosed locations as backup. 

For years, Sanders carried the 
secret formula in his head and the 
spice mixture in his car. At one time, 
he carried a copy of the recipe in 
his wallet. 

Sanders’ personal secretary, 
Shirley Topmiller, recalled that 
Sanders once handed her a “little, 
raggedy piece of paper” and asked 
her to make a copy. 

“When the printed copy came 
out, I saw enough to know I was 
looking at a recipe,” Topmiller said. 
“Trushed back with both pieces and 
I really kind of chastised him. I said, 
‘Colonel, you cannot walk around 
with this in your billfold.” 

Sanders later assured her that

reference to “fried” and its name 
was shortened to KFC. Its menu was 
expanded with non-fried chicken 
items meant to appeal to the health 
conscious. 

KFC’s top executive said the 
mystique of the colonel’s blend of 
herbs and spices, along with its 
taste, gives the chain a leg up on 
the competition. 

“This secret recipe really ensures 
that we have a product that people 
love and that nobody else can serve 
them,” Dedrick said.

Only a few people know the rec- 
ipe and are sworn to secrecy. 

Some are KFC employees, but 
the company won't reveal their 
names. 

Two companies supply the 
herbs and spices, but each formu- 
lates only part of the ingredients, 
Dedrick said, and neither supplier 
knows the other’s identity. 

The colonel’s own handwritten 
recipe is tucked away in a safe at 
KFC headquarters, with portions 
locked away in safe deposit boxes at 


he had put the recipe in a more 
secure place. 

He remained a KFC spokes- 
man — pitching the fried chicken 
on folksy television ads — until his 
death in 1980 at age 90. 

Dedrick said he doesn’t worry 
about the recipe being revealed. 

Those who know the blend of 
ingredients consider it a cherished 
trust, Dedrick said. 

Also, anyone divulging it might 
incur “the curse of the colonel,” he 
Said.

Franchise potential 
seen for new cafe 
targeting Hispanics 


The stainless steel counters and 
tidy shelves filled with bagged 
coffee beans at Panaderia Taza in 
Phoenix are standard coffeehouse 
decor, but the pastry case isn't filled 
with muffins and scones. 

It’s lined with conchas, Mexican 
sweet breads, and empanadas, tri- 
angle-shaped crust filled with fruit 
or custard. 

And the coffee is Mexican brand 
Cafe Combate. 

Panaderia Taza is a coffeehouse 
targeted specifically at Hispanics, a 
market growing so rapidly here and 
elsewhere in the United States that 
the bakery’s owners plan to fran- 
chise it soon. 


“We just want to be ahead of the 
curve,” said Peter Conforto, presi- 
dent and chief executive of Masa 
Men, the management company 
that opened Panaderia Taza in 
June. 

Ethnic markets and mom-and- 
pop bakeries have long been tucked 
in urban shopping centers, but with 
Hispanics making up the fastest- 
growing segment of the U.S. pop- 
ulation, entrepreneurs like Masa 
Men and others are looking to 
build slicker models that can be 
franchised. 

Masa Men is run by Conforto, 
who was a Blimpie International 
franchiser and is currently opening 
achain of tea shops called Tealuxe; 
Lee Cohn, who has opened a series 
of 1950s-themed Ed Debevic’s din- 
ers; and Todd Belfer, who co-found- 
ed RA Sushi Bar Restaurants, an 
upscale group sold to Benihana 
Inc. in 2002. 

“If we did this and we did it a 
little better than anyone else ... 


raised the quality level and the ser- 
vice level, we could possibly build a 
chain out of this,” Cohn said. 
What emerged was Panaderia 
Taza — “the cup bakery” in English. 
It includes a bakery that makes 
Mexican pastries, which tend to 
be more breadlike and less sweet

And it serves Mexican coffee and 
drinks like cafe con leche, coffee 
with milk, and mezclado con azu- 
car, sugar-sweetened coffee. The 
house music is a popular Spanish- 
language radio station. 

The Masa Men management

sought out a Mexican coffee brand 
and brought in a baker from Mexico 
to help refine recipes, Conforto said. 
Executives wanted to make sure the 
menu was authentic. 

But Panaderia Taza includes 
some Starbucks-like qualities, 
including wireless Internet access 
and a modern interior. 

The prices of the coffee and pas- 
tries are lower than in most area 
coffeehouses, with cookies that 
sell for 33 cents and a large cup of 
coffee going for $1.29 — allowing 
it to compete with other bakeries 
and the convenience store that sells 
coffee across the street. 

The staff and pastry labels are 
bilingual. 

It was designed to reach 
Hispanic consumers, includ- 
ing both recent immigrants and 
later generations, but as many as 
30 percent to 40 percent of cus- 
tomers are non-Hispanic buyers 
who prefer the coffee or pastries.
